Hall Taken 
Back to His 
Crime Scenes

Little Rock, March 20 —(UP) — 


Smiling, jovial James W. Hall, the 
24-year-old taxi driver who 
has 


admitted murdering six 
persons 


within the past seven years, was 
scheduled to visit the scenes of his 
final crime today. 


City and state police will take 


Hall to Heber 
Springs, 
Ark., 


where they hope to uncover evi- 
dence to collaborate Hall's con- 
fession that 
he 
murdered J. D. 


Newcomb, Jr., of Little Rock, chief 
boiler inspector for the Arkansas 
Labor Department. 
' 


The,charred body of Newcomb 


was found Feb. 9 on a lonely log- 
ging road several miles north of 
Heber Springs. 


On the way to the Cleburne coun- 


ty seat, the officers will stop at 
a point near Con way, Ark., where 
the ever-smiling confessed murder- 
er said the killing of Newcomba ac- 
tually took place. In his statement 
to police, Hall said he shot New- 
comb in the head near Conway, 
stuffed his body in the rear seat 
of Newcomb's automobile and then 
drove to the logging road 
near 


Heber Springs, where he burned 
the body and automobile. 


Officers said while in 
Conway 


they would attempt 
to 
recover 


several watches which Hall told po- 
lice he had disposed of there. They 
expressed belief that these might 
link Hall with other crimes. Wed- 
nesday officers will take Hall to 
Alexandria, La., to seek recovery 
of still other watches which the 
cab driver admitted selling there. 


Meanwhile, the veteran investi- 


gators, already amazed 
at 
the 


bloody and violent career of their 
good looking, red-haired ex-sailor 
prisoner, plan to look into the re- 
ported disappearance of 
one 
of 
Hall's brothers. 


Pulaski 
County 
Sheriff 
Gus 


Caple, who received information 
that the brother disappeared sev- 
eral years ago, last night asked 
Hall about his missing brother. 


"He left home and 
I suppose 


someone murdered him," was the 
casual reply.

passed several hitch-hikers, Hall 
noted that some were using

wrong technique 
and 
predicted 


they would have difficulty in ob- 
taining rides. 


"I betcha I could get out on the 


highway now and get a ride with 
the first or second 
driver 
that 


came along," he boasted. "It's not 
the way you wiggle your thumb or 
the gesture you make, it's all in 
the look you give the driver." 


And Hall should know from ex- 


perience. Three of his more recent 
victims had picked him 
up on 


the highways. 


Republicans 
Demand 'Czar' 
in Food Crisis 


Washington, March 
20 — (/P)— 


Republican demands for a 
one 


man national food boss 
sounded 


on capitol hill today as Congress it- 
self stepped into the picture 
of 


shortages for a closer look-see. 


"We have no partisan desire 


in this matter," said 
Chairman 


Jenkinsof 
Ohio of the 
Repub- 


lican Congressional 
Food 
study 


committee as he and other mem- 
bers of the group issued their call 
for centralized control. 


It is the only way, they contend- 


ed, to solve the problem of increas- 
ing food shortages 
and 
prevent 


greater ones from developing. 


Both Senate and House 
mean 


while, moved to investigate every- 
thing from black markets to for- 
eign stockpiles as they affect the 
food situation. 


Chairman Thomas (D-Okla) of 


the Senate , agriculture committee 
told a reporter he will meet with 
a special subcommittee this week 
to map immediate action on an in- 
quiry authorized yesterday by the 
Senate. The group was given $5,- 
000 to look into "production, pro- 
cessing, distribution and 
trans- 


portation" of food. 


In the House, Chairman Sabath 


(D-I11) of the rules 
committee 


promised speedy consideration of 
three different proposals for inves- 
tigations. Rep. Anderson (D-NM) 
asked creation of a special five- 
member committee to study black 
markets, lend-lease shipments and 
foreign needs, while Reps. 
Roes 


(R-Kans) and Andresen (R-Minn) 
proposed the agriculture commit- 
tee be diected to make 
full in- 


quiry of food supplies 
und 
de- 


mands. 


Jenkins, asserting "we just want 


one man or agency put in charge 
of this mess;" added to a report- 
er: "War Food Administrator Mar- 
vin Jones would be a good man for 
the post, for instance. If we are 
going 
to 
continue 
to 
provide 


enough food someone 
must 
be 


given authority to act swiftly and 
effeciently." 


"Half a dozen agencies are try- 


ing to run the show now," Rees 
commented. "They get all mixed 
up in their own orders." 


Jenkins said the GOP food study 


group also favors more emphasis 
on production and less on "ela- 
borate price schedules." 


One congressman 
took 
issue 


with the reports of shortages. Rep. 
Outland (D-Calif) told the House 
he wanted "to say a word or praise 
for the American farmers X X X 
and agencies who have done such 
a fine job in meeting overall food 
goals." 


He added he is "tired of all these 


gloomy predictions." 


The Jones chief also took a less 


pessimistic view of the food situa- 
tion, asserting in a-radio address 
last night that'*-Americans' "can 
take a new hitch" in their belts 
and still have "a good, wholesome 
diet." 


The WFA chief 
acknowledged 


that some substitutes will have to 
be used for scarce items, but said 
there is still enough food in this 
country if properly distributed and 
shared, 


Voicing "faith in the patriotism 


of our people,"'he added: "We all 
realize the necessity of sharing this 
food and playing square with our 
neighbors, our fighting forces and 
our Allies." 


A prediction that many of the 


present shortages will 
disappear 


when Germany falls came,, mean- 
while, from War Mobilizer Byrnes, 
who added he "fully anticipates" 
the lifting or easing then of some 
conservation measures now in ef- 
fect. 


Byrnes' prediction was included 


n a statement expressing surprise 
at Mayor La Guardia's action in 
^tending the midnight curfew one 
lour for New Yorkers,

Berlin reports of brisk fighting in 


the highly industralized southwest 
ern corner of Silesia indicated that 
Marshal Ivan S. Koncv was trying 
to blast open the approaches to the 
Moravian gap, gateway to south- 
ern Germany. 


The renewed SileSlan campaign 


coincided with a flareup in Hun- 
gary, where other Russian armies 
were grinding-through the German 
defenses west 
of Budapest 
and 


around Lake Balaton. The Nazis 
acknowledged: impressive 
Soviet 


gains on the route to Vienna. 


Military observers noted that the 


new activity on the south wing of 
the eastern front closely followed 
forecasts that fanatical Nazis would 
make their last fight in the moun- 
tains of southeastern Germany. The 
possibility was seen that Marshal 
Stalin now was moving to block 
that eventuality. 


Ernst Von Hammer, Nazi radio 


commentator, said Konev's First 
Ukrainian Army was driving two 
wedges from the east. and north 
into the area of Neusladt, 
four 


miles from the Czechoslovak border 
and 27 miles southwest of Oppeln. 


"The Russian high command be- 


lieved itself near a realization of 
its plans of effecting a junction be- 
tween these shock wedges," Von 
Hammer said. Such a link would 
trap the German troops in a pocket 
stretching 20 miles eastward to the 
upper Oder. 


Von Hammer said a "murderous 
battle" was going on between Rati- 
bor, at the extreme southwestern 
corner of Silesia, 48 miles north- 
west.

fso many words of news or comment 
(prepared for public consumption by 
I*..c.cxiain time..In..-short,'> 
feline.

Mr. La Guardia is no newspaper- 


fman. He doesn't like newspaper- 


very much. That is why he 


'abandoned press conferences some 
years ago and since has .addressed 
most of his remarks to New York 
citizens in a 30-minute broadcast 
each Sunday afternoon on the city's 
own radio station. 
. But he still is beset by the news- 
paperman's problem. Thirty min- 
utes a week of material requires 
,a lot of words, We can sympathize 
With Mr. La Guardia in his pro- 
blem of finding those words. But 
we can envy him his peculiar ad- 
vantage of making news of the 
colorful sort that the listeners— 
and voters—obviously like. And Mr 
La Guardia is nothing if not col- 
orful. 


His style ranges from the chatty 


to the theatrical. He takes an inter- 
est in anything of possible civic sig- 
nificance. People's diets and pleas- 
ures enlist his fatherly concern 
and generally some suggestions on 
how to change both. 


He goes in for everything from 


recipes to threats. And while the 
recipes are economical, the threats 
are likely to be extragavant ex- 
amples of towering wrath. Let the 
Mayor hear of betting in Man- 
hattan, black-marketing in Brook- 
lyn, 
poker-playing in the Bronx 


or post-curfew revelry in Queens 
,und the tidings can call forth dire 
warnings and predictions that wouk 
be the envy of an old-fashioned 
evangelist. 


But thousands and maybe mil 


lions of New Yorkers seem to love 
this synthesis of sportscast, Sis 
ters of the Skillet, Mr. Anthony 
Raymond Swing and Gang Busters 
Which Mr. La Guardia gives them 
in his "Talks to the People."
